Japanese shoot SAC 


Portions of a future documentary were filmed at SAC by a Japan 
Broadcasting Corporation crew last Monday. A 30-minute segment 
shot in America is part of a series being done on higher education in 
different parts of the world. 

SAC was one of the first stops of the film crew's 90-day trip. 
Only six. colleges in California were chosen for the documentary. 
The crew will shoot in one other state for their sequences about 
America. Two hundred feet of film taken by the SAC film crew were 
donated to the Japanese. 

Terumoto Kiyokawa, the team’s program director, explained 
through an interpreter that a social problem exists in Japan 
concerning higher education. Only one out of 20 applicants are 
admitted to universities after difficult entrance exams. 

The TV crewmen were impressed with the beautiful and spacious 
campus and the well-organized teaching system, explained the 
interpreter.

He ranked 
third in the poll. 

“| guess being sentenced to 1 to 14 years has hurt his ability to 
get votes,”” quipped Schmitz. 

Robert Badham placed second in the survey. He trailed 
Schmitz by approximately 15 percent. 

Schmitz simply commented “‘It’s nothing,” when asked about 
a story printed in the Register stating that the Friends of John 
Schmitz had accepted a loan in violation of complex federal 
election rules. 

The $5000 loan from campaign chairman Gratian Bidart was 
over the $1000 limit. The Federal Election Commission gives the 
benefit of the doubt on cases involving the new rules. The loan 
must either be rewritten or repaid. 

Bidart said he ‘‘was not aware of the limit.” 


opinion data gathered by a 
petition drive, SAC 
administrators have tentatively 
agreed not to cancel the college’s 
lone filmmaking course. 

Humanities Division Dean 
James Harris has expressed his 
willingness to re-schedule the 
three-unit, evening class for next 
fall in the afternoon hours. 

Harris said that he _ is 
“reasonably sure’’ that the film 
class will be offered next 
semester. 

When it was learned some 
time ago that filmmaking was to 
be cancelled for the fall term, 
considerable criticism was 
generated. 

In an effort to maintain the 
course, petitions were circulated 
on campus by Skip Olsen, the 
student who heads the fledgling 
SAC Television and Film 
Production unit, a branch of the 
Community Services office.

those who signed would consider 
enrolling in the class. 

When he showed the petition 
to Harris and other 
administrators early this week, 
the cancellation plan was 
reconsidered. 

Filmmaking Instructor Ken 
Whitbeck praised both Olsen and 
the administration. ‘‘It’s nice 
that students cared enough to do 
something about it,” he said, 
“and that it wasn’t in vain.” 

From an administrative 
viewpoint Harris said, “If there 
really is a demand for that type 
of course, then it should be 
offered.” 

Whitebeck said that this 
responsiveness to student desires 
by the administration deserves 
Praise. 

A note of caution was added 
by Harris as he pointed out that 
there is no way to be sure how 
many of those who signed 
petitions would actually enroll. 

“If not enough people sign up 
for it,’’ said the dean, ‘‘we would 
have to cancel it again.”’ 

Low enrollment figures and 
financial factors were the major 
causes of the initial cancellation 
proposal. Harris said that the 
class has been consistently near 
the minimum enrollment of 15 
students per semester required 
by the RSCCD_ Board of 
Trustees.

30 we kind of break even on tax 
money.” 

Whitbeck hopes to generate 
greater interest in the course by 
a public screening of student 
productions. ‘| hope to have a 
festival of student films some 
time this semester,’’ he said. 

The dean and the instructor 
hold different views of the 
degree of difficulty involved in 
the course. Harris said that since 
a prerequisite (beginning 
photography, two dimensional 
design or permission of 
instructor) is needed, 
filmmaking is ‘‘an advanced level 
course.” 

Whitbeck stated that he 
teaches the class ‘‘on a basic 
level” and said that while the 
prerequisites would be helpful to 
students, they may not be 
entirely necessary. 

Both agree that if the 


prerequisites were removed, 
enrollment would probably 
increase. Changing the 


prerequisites would require a 
recommendation from the Art 
Department Chairman sand 
approval of the Curriculum 
Committee - a time-consuming 
process. 

The ultimate fate of the class 
now appears to rest upon the 
number of students that register 
for it.

Petitions are now available for students 
interested in the office of senator, president or 
vice-president for the fall semester. 

These are available in the Activities Office, SU 
12, and must be returned by Tuesday, (May 4) at 
3 p.m. No limit has been established as to the 
number of students who can petition for 
candidacy. 

“Almost anybody that wants to can run,” said 
Don McCain, director of Student Activities. ‘‘We'd 
like to have 1,000.” 

Presently, seven vacancies exist in the student 
senate. 

Incoming freshmen will not be able to run for 
office until next fall when Frosh competitions are 
traditionally held. 

The ASSAC Constitution which consists of 
rules and procedures for student government says 
that candidates must fulfill certain requirements. 

Namely, those students competing for the 
senate must carry seven or more units, be ASSAC 
members and maintain a 2.0 Grade Point Average. 

Those candidates for the office of president or 
vice president must have completed 10 1/2 units 
and have maintained a 2.2 G.P.A. 

A proposal that failed to pass in a recent senate 
meeting was Bill 16, which would have changed 
the G.P.A. prerequisite for these offices from 2.2 


to 2.0. 


According to Fred Saldana, ASSAC vice 
president, the senate has been working to make 
strides in pushing proposals through the senate for 
approval or disapproval before the semester ends. 

“It's pretty active this semester,”’ he said. ‘As 
far as legislation is concerned, there’s more going 
through.” 

He noted that the student government recently 
moved to require clubs on campus to hold their 
meetings in ground level rooms for the 
accessibility of all students, especially the

On next Tuesday, representatives of the 
California Teacher’s Association (CTA) will be 
meeting with all interested persons at 5 p.m. in the 
Faculty Study. On Wednesday, May 12, Raoul 
Teilhet, president if the California Federation of 
Teachers (CFT) will be in the Faculty Study at 
4:30 p.m. 

These meetings are a result of a questionnaire 
distributed by Mary Bailey, a part-time Sociology 
instructor who does not belong to any teacher or 
labor organizations. She placed the questions in 
part-time faculty mailboxes in an effort to 
determine their interest in SB-160. 

Bailey indicated that the response "was 
significant enough to warrant inviting CTA and

CFT to speak. She said that “the basic purpose of 
the meetings is to provide more information in 
relation to collective bargaining and California's 
teacher bargaining laws.” 

John Velasquez, chairman of Chicano Studies, 
agrees with Bailey. “A group. of concerned 
instructors, part-time and full-time in the Women’s 
Studies and Ethnic Studies primarily, seeing the 
need to be informed on the question of collective 
bargaining, have asked the following people, CFT 
and CTA, to address the faculty-at-large.

One might further this self-service by taking 
some time to reflect on the contrasts between 
American law and Soviet law. 

There are many Americans who criticize the 
law, but they should realize that their right to do 
so is part of the law.: Contrary to some widespread 
interpretation, American laws are for the purpose 
of protecting the citizen rather than for punishing 
the offender. 

In contrast, Soviet law is enacted not by the 
people, for the people and of the people but 


rather, by the state, for the state and of the state.. 


In other words the guiding principle of American 
law is to protect the people, and the Soviet 
principle is to protect only the state. 

in Russia, criticism of the. law is in violation of 
the law. 

Our forefathers stated, when they were 
establishing this countr9, that their purpose was to 
form-a government which was “‘more perfect” and 
anticipated that their posterity would find 
whatever mistakes they made and correct them. 
One step in that direction would be to take 


a draftsman and have had the 
opportunity to personally draw 
plans for numerous parking lots,

right against colonialism

The origin of the Cinco de Mayo celebration is a story 
of international political intrigue; of imperialistic 
ambition coming into conflict with a patriotic 


dedication to preserving the national sovereignty of 
Mexico. 

The historical roots of the holiday go back to the 
mid-nineteenth century. 

From this era of civil war and power politics, of purge 
and counter purge, grew the nation of Mexico, America’s 


“What the Cinco de Mayo symbolizes is the 
preservation of the Mexican nation.”’

southern neighbor and the ancestral homeland of 
millions of Mexican-Americans. 

SAC Chicano History Instructor Jose Espinosa 
pointed out that many people do not understand the 
difference between Cinco de Mayo and Mexican 
Independence Day, which is observed on September 16. 
They are not one and the same. 

The young Mexican nation had been independent for 
just 40 years when the events transpired which are 
commemorated by the Mexican national holiday on May 
5. 

“What the Cinco de Mayo symbolizes,’’ said Espinosa, 
“is the preservation of the Mexican nation.” It was on 
this date in 1862 that Mexican nationals showed their 
refusal to return to colonial rule. 

in 1860, the French Emperor Napoleon III, nephew 
of Napoleon Bonaparte, was in political trouble. “He 
needed something to bolster his regime,”’ said Espinosa. 

The monarch had hopes of establishing a colonial 
empire to boost his administration and, with this in 


_mind, was closely watching Mexican domestic politics. 


Years of civil war between conservative and reformist 
factions had just ended, empowering the victorious 
liberal republican President Benito Juarez, a Zapotec

There is ample cause for all Americans, not just those 
of Mexican descent, to celebrate Cinco de Mayo. 

This point was illustrated in a passage from Justo 
Sierra’s history text The Political Evolution of the 
Mexican People cited as a reference by Chicano History 
Instructor Jose Espinosa. 

If the: Mexican forces of General Ignacio Zaragoza 
had not defeated the French invaders on May 5,. 1862, 
the outcome of the American Civil War could been 
victory for the Confederacy. 

“At the very moment when Zaragoza was fighting the 
battle of Puebla,” wrote Sierra, ‘Robert E. Lee was 
winning battles for the South.” . 

Had the Mexican nationals not won the day, France 
could well have lent full support to the Southern rebels. 
With the help of England virtually assured by the politics 
of the times, the Union blockade of Southern ports 
could have been smashed, paving the way for a 
Confederate victory and changing the course of history. 

When defeat set the French timetable back by a full 
year, their chances for succesful intervention .in the 
American conflict evaportated. 

Thus, the struggle of one people to maintain 
independence had a beneficial effect on the fight for 
another people to achieve equality. 


A common thread had woven a pattern onto the 


y : 


loom of history. 


Indian, as head of state. Conservatives bitterly harbored 
hopes of regaining power. 

The conflict had bankrupted the Mexican treasury, 
forcing Juarez to declare a two-year moratorium on 


repayment of millions in loans from England, France - 


and Spain. 

Ships of these three nations landed at the Mexican 
port of Veracruz late in 1861 in an attempt to force 
payment. The English and Spanish agreed to await 
repayment in due course, but the French refused. 

Napoleon II! planned to use the debts to legitimize an 
armed invasion of Mexico as part of a colonialist plot to 
put the Austrian Archduke Maximilian at the head of a 
puppet government in Mexico City. 

On May 5, 1862, while marching to the capital, 
French forces under the command of Conde de 
Lorencez clashed with Mexican nationals at the city of 
Puebla. 

Despite superior French weaponry and officers, the 
Mexican troops commanded by General Ignacio 
Zaragoza stopped the advance of the invaders. The 
French retreated in defeat. 

“Within a year,” said Espinosa, “the French would 
return and reinforce the troops.’’ Eventually, with the

support of the conservatives, France succeeded in 
placing ‘‘the imperial pawn, Maximilian,” as Espinosa 
called him, on the throne of Mexico. 

During that year, however, the Juaristas organized a 
resistance movement which was never entirely overcome. 
Eventually Juarez was able to emerge from exile in 
northern Mexico and overthrow the French puppet 
government. 

“People wonder why the U.S. didn’t do something,” 
said Espinosa, pointing out that the Monroe Doctrine of 
1823 specifically stated that America would not tolerate 
foreign intervention in Latin America. 

“The point is,”he explained, ‘‘that the U.S. was 
fighting the Civil War at the time.” (See accompanying 
story on this page.) | 

Espinosa said that American support for Juarez after 
1865 was instrumental in overcoming Maximilian’s 
government. Communications between emissaries of 
Juarez and of Abraham Lincoln had shown clearly where 
American sympathy stood. 

France pulled out of Mexico in 1867. Maximilian 
had several chances to flee the country, but refused to 
do so because of his mistaken belief that the people 
loved him. 

He was killed by a firing squad under the terms of a 
decree he himself had passed under pressure from the 
military, which stated that any rebel bearing arms 
against the legitimate government.of Mexico should be 
executed. 

The Mexican people had regained the 
independence first won by 11 years 
of conflict earlier in the 1800s. It 
would be decades before the government 
of Mexico would achieve stability and full 
popular support, but on the Cinco de 
Mayo the Mexican people showed 
their determination to achieve that 
goal and their willingness to fight 
to maintain their independence. 
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Heritage survives ’melting pot 


A “salad bowl’’ concept is a better picture of 
American ethnic diversity than the familiar ‘‘melting 
pot” idea, according to SAC Chicano History Instructor 
Jose Espinosa. . 

In this view, each seperate entity in the bowl retains 
an individual flavor, thus enhancing the ‘‘salad’’ as a 
whole. 

By contrast, the term ‘melting pot” implies that all 
the ingredients have been blended into one homogenous 
mass of bland-tasting sameness. 

Cultural events such as next week’s Cinco de Mayo 
celebration to be held at SAC and throughout the 
Southwest tend to support the ‘salad bowl” premise. 

“1! believe in acculturation, and not in assimilation,” 
said Espinosa. 

“Acculturation,” he explaned, ‘‘is to the extent of 
learning to get along in a particular society or culture. 
Assimilation is the idea that all people should become 
just the same.”’ 

Espinosa said that the “melting pot” idea is normally 
applied to European emigrants, but that it is not totally 
accurate. It is even farther off the mark when applied to 
Mexican-Americans. 

One reason for this is that the Mexican cultural 
influence, with its Spanish roots, arrived in the American 
Southwest before the Anglo culture. 

“Until 1848, the. Southwest was Mexican,” said 
Espinosa. In that year, the Treaty of Hidalgo ended the 
Mexican American War with vast territorial cessions to 
the U.S. 

Many of the Mexicans living in the area at the time 
simply remained. “With the Treaty of Hidalgo,’”’ said 
Espinosa, ‘‘you have the sudden hyphenation of 
Mexican-American.” 

The Juarez period of the 1860s marked a 
reaffirmation of the Mexican heritage of these people. 


Many of them helped raise money to fight the French 
and most became increasingly concerned with Mexican 
affairs. 

This re-identification with Mexico is part of what the 
Cinco de Mayo holiday represents. ‘‘It’s part of the 
heritage,’’ said Espinosa.

Things have not always gone well for American ethnic 
groups. Despite the high ideals of our society, 
discrimination and exploitation exist here as elsewhere. 

“Not until 1945 did they desegregate the schools in 
Orange County,” said Espinosa, adding that in periods of 
labor shortages, ‘“The U.S. would always look south to 
find people to work.”’ 

The instructor said that the barrios of the Southwest 
grew in much the same manner as did the ghettos in 
major cities -- through social strictures and unwritten 
laws dictating where people could and could not live. 

Fortunately, the situation has improved over the 
years. “There are people living all over the place now,” 
said Espinosa, ‘But for a long time there were these 
unwritten laws.” 

“We're all Americans,”’ he summed up, ‘but there are 
differences.”’ 

We are fortunate to live in a reasonably tolerant 
society where such differences can be appreciated rather 
than scorned. Californians are lucky to have the 
distinctive flavor of Mexican culture exerting its 
influence in architecture, music, ceramics, the arts and 
the broad spectrum of our lifestyles,
